In a recent issue the Cina @asefie says 
it ts satlsfactory to note," that although no 
hope Is In sight, our friends. In Hongkong 
still contiune to valiantly protest and 
fightagainsttheCable Companies’ increase 
inrates, andby putting themselves, through 
the Chamber of Commerce, Into comuan!- 
cation with powerfut friends in other parts 
‘ofthe world with the object of bringing 
pressure to béar on ‘the Companies by 
the force of unremitting outcrles, they are 
still working bravely for chkaper tele- 
graphic rates.” Seeing, however; what 
Mttle encouragement we have recelved 
from the home government and _bear- 
{ing in mind the curt snub administered 
to us in one of the British Minlister’s dees 
doux, our. Shanghal contemporary fears 
that the continuance of the agitation in Its 
present form “ against the extortion of the 
Cable Companies cannot result in’ any 
amelioration of the hopeless condition of 
the public who support these Insatlable 
corporations,” and, anxious to ald.in the 
matter, the Gase‘/e draws attention to the 
Formosa cable, connecting Formosa with 
Sharp Peak, near, Foochow, and, after 
contending that there is good reason, on 
commerclal grounds, why Hongkong 
should be placed in direct telegraphiccom- 
munication with the “Beautlful Isle” It avers 
that “It Is highly important, not only to 


that there should be some alternative and 
safe’ means of communicatlon between 
Hongkong and Japan, besides that over 
the Russian-controlled Great Northern 
cable between Nagasaki and Shanghai, 
which, In case of war, might become a 
very: undesirable If not an altogether. 
impossible line of communication between 
the British Admiralty. and its. warships In 
Japanese and Siberian waters.” | That Is 
so, no doubt; but however willing the 
Japanese might be to accommodate us In 
the matter of an alternative route yet as 
they are partles to a hard-and-fast agree- 
ment with the Danish Company it seems 
hardly likely that anything can be done yet 
awhile.
